‘Lhe now turret-ship | Trafalgar, the building 
of which was begun at Portsmonth as recently 
as January, 1886,and was luuached ou the 20th 
Sept. will not be ready for commission until 
gompe time in the year 1890, At the time of 
lsunching the Trafalgar had a weight of ma- 
terial exceeding 5,000 tons; but when fully 
randy for sea, with guna, stores, and crew all on 
‘board, the amount of the ship’s displacement: 
will be only a trifle less than 12,000 tons: The 
Trofalgar thas takes rank os the largoat armour- 
elad yot constructed for the British navy, though 
tha ditference in displacement hatwaen the new 
ship and the Inflexible is really slight, being 
only about 60 tons. In hora¢-power the Trafal- 
gar will have the advantage by 50 per cent., her 
engines working up to a power of 12.000 horses, 
Consequently, the anticipated speed is t84 knots, 
as compared with rathor lose than I4in the In- 
fiewible.
